Mr.  Fishery  presented  a  petition 
signed  by  F.  Ogden  and  F.  J.  Bell 
for  an  exteo-dop  of  tbe  sewer  system 
on  Park  A>euua,  from  Sta^e  streej 
west  Mr.  Ogden  has  plans  out  for 
a  new  house  at  this  place. 

Mr.  Foster  reported  tbaf  the  Fire 
Committee  had  made  an  inspection  of 
the  fire  houses  and  apparatus  and 
found  everything  in  working  order. 

Mr.  Stout  stated  that  the  Bloom¬ 
field  National  Bank  desired  payment 
of  the  township  and  sew^>r  notes, 
amounting  to  $30,000  and  that  the 
Mutual  Benefit  Life  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany  would  take  up  tbe  notes  at  5 
per  cent  interest  payable  June  1,  '96. 

Tbe  queetyn  of  arrears' of  taxes 
was  brought  up  for  consideration.

HaJsty  M,  Barrett,  counsel  for  the 
North  Jersey  Company,  introduced 
Genei  el  Manager,  David  Young,  of 
the  Consolidated  Traction  Company, 
wboduforinnd  the  Committee  that  his 
‘"cmnpa*  was  willing  to  furnish  the 
power,  another*  would  also  be  less 
risk  U  the  water  pipes.  He  also 
’  stated  that  the  Consolidated  Company 
"  woiild  not  attempt  to  lay  tracks  if  tbe 
power  to  connect  should  be  granted. 

Mr.  Birreit  said  that  his  compuny 
u*ver  Contemplated  the  seizing  of’ any 
i  portion  of  the  a>enue  in  order  to  lay 
tracks,  and  would  not.,  do  so  until  the

legal  right  should  be  obtained,  the 
Township  Committee  to  be  given 
twenty -four  hours’  notice. 

Mr.  Haskell,  chairman  of  the  Fran¬ 
chise  Committee  moved  that  the  re¬ 
quest  be  granted,  and  tbe  motion 
prevailed. 

By  the  action  of  the  Committee  tbe 
police  who  had  been  for  several  weeks 
on  guard  at  the  point  where  it  was 
feared  connection  would  be  made 
have  been  withdrawn.  ^ 

Mr.  Haskell  said  thst  he  was  de¬ 
layed  Monday  afternoon  on  the 
Bloomfield  Avenue  line  aod  had  to 
walk  about  one  mile.  He  asked  Man¬ 
ager  Young  wby  tbe  cars  did  not  run 
as  promised,  whop  the  suow  storm 
arrived,  which ‘bl.x-ked  the  Bloomfield 
line  for  about  one  hour. 

Mr  Young  replied  that  it  was 
probably  due  to  the  ca»-elesues8  of 
the  Superii '  tb  <  f  suow  ploughs, 
who  must  have  been  asleep. 

President  J.  K.  Corbiete  of  the 
North  Jersey  Company  was  also  pres- 
eut. 

The  trolley  wire  being  'disposal  of 
the  Committee  took  up  the  question 
of  electric  lights. 

Mr.  Powers,  chairman  of  the  Street 
Lighting  Committee,  moved  that  tbe 
contract  be  awarded  to  the  Suburban 
E  eetric  Light  ainl  Power  Company 
of  East  Orange. 

Mr.  Gilbert  protested  vigorously 
against  such  action  »*n  iiirmint  of  the 
increased  expense  that  the  taxpayers 
would  be  burdened  with.  He  ob¬ 
jected  to  increasing  the  tax  rate  un¬ 
til  it  Bhould  be  definitely  settled  as 
to  whether  or  not  Glen  Ridge  was  to 
come  back  to  the  township 

Ou  the  motion  to  grant  the  fran¬ 
chise  All  voted  in  favor  of  it  except 
Mr.  Gilbert. 

An  ordinance  covering  the  details 
of  construction  was  passed  to  first 
reading,  and  Chairman  Stout  was 
authorized  to  execute  the  contract. 

The  main  thorough  fans*  are  to  be 
illuminated  with  arc  lumps  and  tbe 
balance  by  the  incandescent  system. 

Mr.  Powers  said  that  be  considered 
the  electric  lights  as  a  help  to  the 
police,  as  the  lights  are  to  burn  all 
night  and  every  night.  Every  street 
is  to  be  lighted  at  an  additional  «x 
pause  of  only  $2,700  per  year  above 
the  present  gas  service. 

The  bid  for  commercial  lighting  is 
25  per  cent  lower  than  Newark. 

Mr.  Haskell  said  that  the  Lighting 
and  Franchise  Committee  had  care¬ 
fully  considered  the  contract  and  any 
delay  would  be  dangerous.  He  con¬ 
sidered  the  bids  the  lowest  of  any 
place  in  Essex  County. 

Mr.  Gilbert  offered  an  amendment 
to  the  motion  that  this  matter  be  re¬ 
ferred  back  to  a  citizens'  meeting, 
but  it  was  not  seconded. 

The  Auditing  Committee  were  in¬ 
structed  to  employ  an  expert  account¬ 
ant  te  audit  the  township  accounts.

In  regard  to  alternating  arc  lamps 
in  general,  it  may  be  said  that  tbe 
service  given  by  an  alternating  lamp 
is  undoubtedly  inferior  to  that  of  a 
constant  current  lamp  of  like  work¬ 
manship,  etc. 

An  alternating  are  lamp  is  accom¬ 
panied  when  in  operatioq  by  uu  ob¬ 
jectionable  bumming  ami  mure  or 
less  noisy  vibrations  and  flickering. 
Moreover  the  light  is  poorly  dtetrib- 
uted  and  the  regulation  imperfect. 
These  defects  are  inbereut.  These 
disadvantages  are  overbalanced  from 
tbe  producers,  standpoint  by  tbe  fact 
tliat  by  an  alternating  current  system 
both  arc  and  incandescent  lights  cau 
be  operated  by  a  single  dynamo,  and 
over  tbe  same  mains,  to  tbe  evident 
saving  in  first  cost  and  atten  ’ance  of 
plaut.  This  bid  prjvides  that  the 
power  plant  is  to  be  placed  outside 
the  township  limits.  The  disadvaut 
ages  of  this  are  apparent  from  a  bus¬ 
iness  standpoint. 

No  provision  is  made  by  this  bid 
for  the  expenses  of  maintenance,  re¬ 
newals,  etc 

The  character  of  the  line  Construc¬ 
tion  is  left  unspecified  but  subject  to

The  Accepted  Bid  Pronounced  by  an 
Expert  “hazy  and  Indefinite.” 

Thk  Record  is  enabled  to  give  its 
readers  the  result  of  an  examination 
by  an  expert  electrician  of  the  differ¬ 
ent  proposals  that  hare  been  made  to 
install  an  electric  lighting  plant  in 
Bloomfield.  As  a  contract  has  now 
been  awarded  to  one  of  the  bidders, 
we  print  below  so  much  of  the  ex¬ 
pert’s  opinion  as  relates  especially  to 
tbe  accepted  bid.

unsatisfactory  one,  iuasmqch  as  tbe 
candle  power  of  an  arc  lump  ia  very 
difficult  of  accurate  meastrWut. 
Tbe  energy  consumption  per  lamp  is 
slated  in  bat  one  bid,  via,  Nb.  3 
above.

The  prices- for  other  candle  power 
incaude8cent  lights  will  be  propor¬ 
tioned  to  tke^price  for  16  candle  pow¬ 
er,  thus,  32  candle  power  twice  as 
much  as  fbr  16  candle  power,  etc. 

The  bid  of  the  Suburban  Com |  any 
on  comtdercial  lightiug  is  veiy  iu 
definite.  If  the  bid  is  til  be  inter¬ 
preted  literally  it  would  Beem  that 
tbe  price  for  every  style  and  power  of 
lamp  is  the  same,  which  is  evidently 
ridiculous. 

If  the  quotation  is  mount  to  be  f  of 
oue  cent  per  ampere  hour  the  price 
is  still  indefinite  since  the  voltage  of 
tlie  lamps  is  not  6tated.  As  an  illus¬ 
tration  a  16  candle  power  lamp  con 
sumes  about  60  watts  energy,  a  watt 
beiDg  the  product  of  volts  across  and 
amperes  passing  through  the  lamp. 

If  tbe  voltage  pressure  be  100  volts 
the  current  will  be  6  amperes. 

If  the  voltage  be  50  volts  the  cur¬ 
rent  will  be  1.2  amperes,  the  product 
—hence  the  watts — hence  the  candle 
power  being  the  same  in  each  case. 

However  if  the  price  of  the  lamp  ia 
baaed  on  ampere  hours  the  60  volt 
lamp  will  cost  twice  as  much  as  the 
100  volt  lamp. 

If  the  quotation  means  J  of  a  cent 
per  watt  hour  the  prices  would  be 
ridiculously  high.  Thus  for

Jkkshy  City,  Feh.  7. — Tho  wind  osd 
rain  caused  considerable  damage  and  frou 
ble  along  the  Jersey  coast  and  throughout 
the  state-  From  every  part  of  the  si 
came  reports  of  delayed  trafflo,  damage  to 
houses  sod  barns  and  washed  out  roads. 
Train*  pu  all  the  railroads,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  tho  Pennsylvania,  were  behind 
time.  The  salt  marshes  of  Hudson  and 
Bergen  counties  were  flooded,  and  the 
railroad  tracks  were  barely  above  wsHfe 
Along  the  Atlantic  coast  from  Capo  May 
to  the  Highlands  the  sea  beat  with  terri¬ 
ble  fury  against  the  sands  and  bluffs  and 
caused  considerable  alteration  In  tbe  ooast 
line.  Along  the  Delaware  river  the  dam¬ 
age  was  considerable,  tbe  river  reaching 
the  danger  point,  the  rush  of  water  b«!ng 
greater  than  tho  spring  freshet. 

The  Bergen  county  hills  suffered  great¬ 
ly.  Hashrouck  heights  was  almost  entire¬ 
ly  cut  off  from  communication  with  other 
places.  The  Paterson  plank  road  is  known 
to  have  been  washed  away. 

The  Wblppany  river  overflowed,  and 
Morristown  has  five  feet  of  water  la  its 
streets.
